The son of an lowa farmer faced 
any problems in the construc- 
on of the largest, privately 
owned airport in the state, One 
of his majer problems has been 
bureaucratic “‘red tape” of 
the county and city, 
His biggest problem was clear- 
the rocky land, He rounded up 
three of “‘the biggest tractors 


he could find, They pushed the 
rocks, » and trees into the 
gullies, was immediately 
Slapped with a complaint that he 
was contributing to the food 
hazard by filling up the gullies, 

Dewey tartly pointed out that a 
newly constructed ditch above 
the airport channeled lloodwaters 
ime different gullies and that he 
wasn’t hurting anything, He heard 
no more on that complaint, 

Other ems centered on 
water and electricity, The city 
did mot want to run the:s lines all 
the way to the airport, so De 
took out his water witching stic 
and found a good, pure water well, 

His electrical blems came 
when the county “red tagged" his 
wiring in the hangers, Bec ause of 
the red tags, the electricity was 
cut off, Dewey respoxted by « 
ing up two generators and con- 
tinuing to operate, The county 
finally relented when they real- 
ized that the wiring worked, even 
theugh Dewey had not submitted 
a wiring plan, 

Dewey also designed his seven 
sided maintenance hanger and

Dewey Cable’s lack of rever- 
ence for red tape has kept him in 
warm water with the bureau- 
crats, At one time the county 
wamed to condemn his hangars 
because the beams rested on a 
12 inch beam with a span of 40 
feet. The cow said it was un- 
safe because that long a beam 
couldn’t take that m weight, 
Dewey said the beam would sag

Almon T, Richardson, 
one of the pioneer build. 
ers of Pomona Valley and 
a newspaperman in the 
area for more than 68 
years, died last Friday in 
Pomona Valley Com- 
munity Hospital, He was 
92, 

Richardson had been 
connected with the Pro- 
gress Bulletin Publishing 
Co, as one of the owners 
Since 1905, For many 
years he served as ed- 
itor~in-chief and publish- 
er. In recent years, he 
served as Chairman ofthe 
board, 

Although semi-retired 
Since the newspaper be- 
came a property of the 
Donrey Media group in 
1967, Richardson contin- 
ued his interest inthe pa- 
per and was in his office 
daily. 

Richardson made many 
contributions to the civic, 


* educational and religious 


life of Pomona Valley, He 
was a trustee of the Poe 
mona Public Library, had 
served as president of 
the Pomona College 
Alumni Association and 
as president of the Po- 


* mona Chamber of Come 


merce, He also was a 


trustee of Pilgrim Con- 
gregational Church, 

Richardson was one of 
the founders of Mt. San 
Antonio College in 1947 
and served continuousiy 
On the board of trustees 
until his resignation in 
1968, following a serious 
iliness, 

Richardson was chair- 
man of the board of trus= 
tees of Pacific State Hos- 
pital for more than 25 


years, Earlier this year, 





Gov. Ronald Reagan ap- 
pointed him as an honor- 
ary life member of the 
hospital’s advisory 
board, Richardson also 
was on the board of di- 
rectors of the Pomona 
Valley Community Hospi- 
tal for 16 years, 

Richardson was a 
member of many area 
clubs and service organ- 
izations, In the past 2( 
years, he received a num- 
ber of honors for his con- 
tributions to the news- 
paper industry, public ed- 
ucation and his varied ci- 
vic accomplishments, 

In recent years, Rich- 
ardson devoted consider- 
able time to the develop- 
ment of the Pomona 
Transportation Termin- 
al, He served as presi- 
dent of the corporation, 
A few years ago, he was 
president of the Old Bal- 
dy Boy Scout Council’s 
fund raising campaign 
that enabled the purchase

Airport Nuisance... 
More Controversy 


Ontario Mayor Snider 
said he concurred that 
airports be shut down un- 
til the state legislature 
takes immediate actionto 
Clarify if cities are re- 
sponsible for nuisances 
created at airports, 

“‘We have assumed that 
we are immune to it (re- 
sponsibility) since emis- 
sions come from the air- 
planes and not the air- 
port,”” 

Snider referred to are- 
cent state Supreme Court 
decision involvin the 
Santa Monica Airport, 
which held that property 
owners near the airport 
can sue for jet-age air- 
port nuisances such as 
loud exhaust noises, fuel 
pollution, vibration, low- 
er property values and 
other annoyances, 

The court decision 
could affect every air- 
port in the state, 

“*l wonder why the court 
decision does not also 
hold the cities respon- 
sible for emissions from 
cars, trucks andtrains?’’ 
asked Snider, ‘‘Why pick 
only on the airports?’’

Snider said the state 
legislation must clarify 
the city’s liabilities, 

City officials in Los 
Angeles warned they 
might have to close the 
Los Angeles Internation- 
al Airport or the city 
might go broke, 

They insisted they are 
Seriously considering 
shutting down the air- 
port and wouldn’t hesitate 
to take such a drastic 
step if needed, 

“I will support any leg- 
islation and will write to 
representatives in Sacra- 
mento urging support of 
this action,” 

Adrian Meewis, secre- 
tary -treasurer of the On- 
tario Improvement As- 
sociation, announced his 
group was planning a 
class action lawsuit 
against the Los Angeles 
Department of Airports, 
owners ofthe Ontario air- 
port, aS a result of the 
court decision,
